mand. In short, the message 
did 


not come under the head of advertis- 
ing matter at all—merely general news. 
This v/as not all. Bennett, in his extra- 
ordinary greed, demanded the sixty 
cents extra for other matter that there 
was no shadow of authority for allow- 
ing more than 40 cents per line. In all, 
the Herald bill ran up to $44,824 20; and 
the Evening Telegraph bill—the tender 
of the other paper—was $28,000. Greeu 
knocked the first down to $33,470 89, 
and the second to f?13,847 80. And 


LOCAL OFFICIAL REFORMS. 


The municipal election in Sacramento 


will occur to-morrow. Considerable in- 
terest has attached to it thus far, and 
the result will be looked for accordingly, 
The Republicans have no platform be- 
fore the people, but their candidates per- 
sonally promise to carry out many prac- 
tical and desired reforms. It will be re- 
membered thnt tlie Democrats entered 
into regular plans and specifications, we 
may say, for knocking oft" salaries and 
consolidating offices. The Dolly Var- 
dcns attempt to discount them in some 
respects, and differ in important re- 
spects; in short, the play might be en- 
titled The Reformers Reformed. It is 
probable they have all attempted too 
much, and that the regular Republican 
ticket will be elected. We believe there 
is room for improvement in our munici- 
pal organization; that the City Assessor 
and Marshnlship ought to be eonsolidat- 
ecl, und the office of Clerk and Treas- 
urer reconstructed. The city's fund 
might be wade to serve the city much 
more advantageously than is possible 
under the present system, while the col- 
lection of taxes should be done by the 
Clerk and Auditor—the latter cfficia" 
name as yet unknown to the city.

FOREIGN LANGUAGES IN THE PUBLIC 


SCHOOLS. 


Prof. Pioda has long been a teacher of 


foreign languages in the educational in- 
stitutions of Oakland, latterly in the 
State Pnivorsity, where he lately deliv- 
ered a lecture on the subject, He took 
occasion to say: 


In tho public schools of the large cities of 


this country French and German arc; taught 
throughout the'whole course: but iniiBinnch as 
not more than an hour a clay is devoted to each 
language, but little attention can be paid to in- 
dividuals. Hence but few learn enough to bo 
of anv practical use to them. When tlie Uoiird 
of Education of San Francisco, u short time ai,'o, 
abolished the study of the modern languages in 
the grammar schools, although the people «n<l 
the newspapers protested, yet no one snKgcstuil 
that another method of teaching them be em- 
ployed that would obviate all «xtni expenses, 
and give to the children a butter lu;o\\ ledge of 
at leas* one other tongm1. This could be ar. 
complislted by hiving tl:e instruction in tho 
lower grade* given in a foreign language. As 
En"l>Eh is acqnirral, not by a study of thc'lnu- 
image itself, but by other s-oidies, arithmetic, 
Kcograiiliy. history, etc.. in the KngMsli laii- 
KM.a"e, 6.)'French and German should be learn- 
ed °'L'hifi nu-thm! has lately been inti-"<iuc<-a HL 
Detroit, with regard to Ofirinun. 


There is a large majority, it is safe to 


say, of the tax-paying people, and those 
who take a practical view of things in gen- 
eral, who believe the usual smattering 
way of teaching foreign languages in 
this country, to bo something more than 
a delusion—in short, a silly fraud. But 
what Pioda says herewith, contains the 
only common sense view there is of the 
whole subject, and we are of opinion 
that, as he suggests, some practical good 
can be accomplished by the method pre- 
scribed. Wo have all along been of tlie 
belief thnt Mr. Champion, who conducts 
what is known as the Cosmopolitan 
School in the Oakland public system, is 
doing some substantial work in teaching 
a large class of children French on the 
plan recommended by Piocla, and had 
supposed that German was being taught 
in the same manner; that is, start the 
youngsters in the A, B, C's of those lan- 
guages, ami hixve them learn their arith- 
metic, geography and all in the foreign 
tongue, whatevi-r it mny be. 
They 


•would naturally lewn the English of it 
in everyday life. The average text-book 
teaching of half-grown pupils, so far (is 
it applies to foreign language, seldom re- 
'snlts in definite good. It is time \vas'.ud 
as a rule.
